Tha Detroit Press of August 1, saya:—"'"Some
thing over two years 8zo s highly reapectable
young man of excellent business attainmenta,
pamed Wilham H. Shaw, obtained a clerkstio
in the Statistienl office of the Michigan Central
Ralroad Compauy, whish he retaned about a
yoar, serving kis employors faithiully and with
suoh ability that he was sppointed to a position
in the general ticket office. Io this position he
had the handling of all toe tickets colleglad by
the conductors on the entire line, Within two
or three monihe aiter his promotion Shaw be.
came acquainted with one Marcus Burnstine.

Meeting on  (he avenue when aiter a
groctlnf and asking about his  employ-
ment in the ticket offiss, Burnstine

nsked him if ho had ever ran across any uncan-
celed passage lickets, Suaw replied that ne
bhad seen & few, and that he then had t#o or
three In bis pockel, DBurnstine examioed th 'm,

ronounced them good, and proposed to bay
hem, which be did, paying for drar-class Lick-
ets from Detroit to Chicago, $2; forseennd class
tickets, $1; seventy-tive ceots for third class:
aud firty cents each ‘or local tickets, A regular
bargain at these rates was then and there con-
summa'ed, and whenover Shaw, 10 assorbing
the conductor's tickers, happened to moe any
that were not punched., he took possession of
them and sold them o Buruetine, the two hav-
fug had varloos places ot meeting, vne ol whica
was in Shaw's house,

The robbrery was discoversd, and both were
arreated, The case was call-d st the appointed
bour, Messrs, George Hebden snd W,
Lothrop opening in bebalt ot the peoples, snd
Messrs. J. Logan Copipman, D, O, Hoibhrook, nnd
T. R. Gillet tor the defense  In adaliion o the
faots ulrn-ad]y miven, Shuw testided that in the
fall of 1866 it came to his knowledee tnat & hox
of tiekets, from Devroit to Chiengo, which had
beeun issued by the Grard Trunk Ba'lway, wa«
stored away In the vault, One day while re
arranging his books aud papers and otier con-
tents of the eale, he noticed that the box 1a
which these tiekets were pucked was partinlly
broken open; thal, prompied by cariosity he
took oul one package, in which he found seyveral
uscancelled tickete. He communicated this
fact to Burustine, who told bhim 10 take the
package to his (Shaw’s) house and he (Buru-
gtine) would call and exsmine them. Shaw fol.
fowed these msiructions, aud Borostiue, ngree-
ably to appointment, went to the nouse, se-
lected such tickets s he desired, pald Bhaw tor
them at the ratesr agreed upon. sod told olm to
fetch all the tickets in the box, which be did
that same day. At their next merling Burn-
gtine selected s large number, makiog, together
with those he took on the oceasion of hia first
wisit atter the discovers of the box, some four
hundred, Those which had beren cancelied
were destroyed by Bhaw, under the lastractions
of Burnstive. Both parties wers placed under
beavy bail to anawer.

RIOTING.

Megroes Take Possvssliom of the Mobile
Bireef Onre.

The Mobile Register of Aug. 1, edited by Johu
Forsyth, the notorious secessionist, has the tol-
lowing:—

Yesterday evening mbout 7 o'clock, a large
crowd of pegroes, numbering sbout 1our bhun-
dred, stopped & Davis avenue car near Ulevelaod
ptreet, and as muny a8 could crowded in, spd
directed the driver to go on; this be refused to
do, and put down bis brakes. The crowd ouie
gide then by maw jorce shoved the caralong for
gome distanoce, but pnslly desisted, sod those
inside got onl, ALl LIS jupclute 8 woite police-
man, & dirty scaluwag, whose name we bave as
yel been unable (o learn, direcied the uegroes
to reenter the car, which thev did, avd then
ordered the driver to proceec, The driver asam
refused, when the policeman attempted o ke
the reins out of his bands, bul was very eoun
compelied to deslsl by having B revolver pointed
st his bhead. Toe negroes, toding that they
were uaable to take a ride, litted he car up,
gud placed it weross the truck., A #quad of
policewen arrived vpon the ground, sod the
erowd dispersed. Only one arrest was made,
that of & white man lor abusing Lhe police,

Boon after an attrmupt was mude by dve or
glx negroes to get abourd a ¢ar on the Daupbin
Btreet road, opposite Bienville squure, but tohey
were deterred trom carrsing out Lheir parposs by
theprompt action of a passenger, who drew a re-
volver and threstened to use it if they entered
the car, At this time a serious distarbanoe
seemed imminent, but was prevented by the
arrival of & squad of policemen, who urrested
five ot the riotous negroes,

fhe negroes pow secmed to be very much
excited, sud sssembled in strong force on the
fine of the varlous street rallrosds, The cou-
duet of the negroes was now beginning to be “o
outrageous, they thresteving vioence, that a
gerious difficulty would undoubredly have en-
sued had it pot been for the prompt action of
Mayor Price, who pgave orders that the sirect
cars should be run, and enforced Lis order by
Btationing & |ml.uiu:-r ol policemen upon every
car, who preveuted the negroes trom eulrring,
The entire police force were 1mmediately placed
gn duty.

The negroes engaged in the disturbapce were
composed of the faction beaded by the white
yillain, Myers, and the negroes Lanktord, Alex-
ander and Joshus Davis, who, on the dth of
July, eausod a spht in the radionl purty, and the
disfurbsnpce st the sculawag barbecus st Wilkin.
son Bireet Grove on that day.
